The Lakes of tipper Italy. 


They lie in the lap of the mountains 


l!ke jewels dropped from tho sky, and 
Nature has lavished her.lovo and man 
his labor on the setting. Uy political 
geography they belong in part to Switz- 
erland; but if there be any force in the 
theory of natural boundaries, the Alps 
bar her claim with tremendous empha- 
sis, and in climate, scenery, religion, 
custom, and speech they are Italian. No 
sooner does tho traveler by the St. 
Gothard Hallway reach Locarno, tho 
first station on Lago Maggiore, than he 
finds another heaven and another earth 
from those which vanished when he en- 
tered the groat tunnel, a few hours ear- 
lier. The mountain peaks are sharper 
and more serrate, tho curves and inden- 
tations of the shore more delicate, tho 
outlines of the landscape more finished 
and perfect; the light is at once softer 
and more splendid, the sky has a deeper 
and more tender blue, tie verdure is 
richer and darker; the very weeds give 
the wayside tho grace of a garden run 
wild. Already there are terraced vine- 
yaids to bo seen, and vines trained over 
a sort of Irellised arbor called pergola, 
the supports of which are stone—one 
of tho most ancient modes of grow- 
ing grapes in Italy—and orange walks, 
lumping gardens, arcades of shrubbery, 
walls ot evergreen, stone stairways and 
balustrades, pillars, vases and fountains 
among the flower beds, a different cul- 
tivation, a different style of gardening, 
which adorns tho humblest plot The 
gleaming towns upon the water's edge 
hiivo irregular tiers of red-tiled roofs, 
broken by arched porticos in the attic 
story, by slender Lombard bell-towers, 
cupolas, long, blank palace-fronts—a 
different architecture. All this can be 
scon from Locarno, which is yet but a 
poor place compared with the towns 
lower down the lake. It is worth while 
to stop there, though, to wash off the 
dust of tho long journey in great whito 
marblo bath-tubs, of antique form, filled, 
with cool, diamond-clear water, and to 
restt and attune the spirit to a softer kev 
There is a uow hotel, a remarkably fine 
biuldiug, with a lofty hall of entrance, 
from each end of which a marble stair- 
case loads to galleries with balusters, 
colonnades rising one above the other, 
and intersecting long perspectives, like 
tho backgrounds of Paul Veronese's 
banquet pictures—a Palladian interior, 
every corridor ending in. an arch draped 
with muslin embroidered in Oriental 
patterns, through which a mellow pic- 
ture of lake and mountain ia visible.

It consisted of .somn 
ptranae incut, wliieh I am convinced 
was Idtton, and luul been wailing for a 
customer quite as l9ng as wa.s good for 
it. I tasted it once, but could not take 
tho second mouthful, and tho restaurant 
keeper was a severe looking person w ho 
pocmud of a sort to take offense il his 
dishes were refused. 
I did not wish to 


become involved in an explanation with, 
a strange, fierce man, and in an unfi- 
rniliar language, and I could not cat the 
lunch forioar of dreadful internal con- 
sequences. 
Presently the restaurant 


keeper stepped out 'for n moment; I 
ilrow a newspaper from my pocket, 
rolled up the suspicious portion in it 
and stowed it away again; tho proprie- 
tor camo back and looked nnsus- 
picionsly at my empty plate, and I 
arose and paid him and went away, and I 
am sure I pity tho dosr or cat that found 
thu package in the gutter into which I 
throw it as soon as 1 got aiound tho cor- 
ner.

man, very whee'/y from living m the 
drvighty old building all his life, and 
with a ver> calm, kind and thoughtful 
t.ico. lie spoke a better sort of French 
than most Belgians do, and although 
my own knowledge of that tonguo is 
not profound, wo got along^ Tory well 
together. Ho was verj ready to tilk of 
this treasures of art m tho cathodral, 
«nd did so intelligently and to consider- 
able length xipou the subject of tho 
,i',(rly system of painting in Flanders, 
which lie had studied, as he said, in all 
the galleries of tho country. His ideas 
weco his own, and very original and 
true; and it was good to hear him speak 
so eloquently upon the glories of tho 
past, when tho church was the mother 
of art and foremost in all itn affairs. 
His tono changed, however, when he 
camo to modern times. 
"Tho church 


hofc lost her power," ho said, "and has 
too much to do to hold her own against 
the State, »nd tho indifference of the 
people, to religious things, to find time 
or means to encourage painters and 
sculptors as she once did. Beside, the 
painters, like the people, have lost tho 
deep faith in religion which i^necossary 
loc the making o? great paintings, and 
I fear we shall never see again such 
schools as wo had in the past.—Cor.

The front of the Chieaa 


Nuova is by Tonimaso Rodari, the fore 
most of three brothers who have left 
their mark on the architecture and 
sculpture of tho lute fifteenth and cn.rh 
sixteenth centuries throughout North- 
ern Italy. In tho pilgrimage church of 
tho Madonna del Sosso (Our Lady ol 
the Rock), half an hour's walk above 
tho town, the mild Luini's influence is 
soon in an altar-pioco by one of his fol- 
lowers. I trudged up to this sanctuary 
ono afternoon, to bo rewarded by th9 
expedition itself beyond my expecta- 
tions, which were not groat Two deep 
gorges bring down two noisy, domon- 
btralive brooks by so precipitous a path 
that tho water is ready to leap into cas- 
cades at every step, until they unito 
nnd seek the lako together. Dp tha 
strip of wooded rock between them, 
which rises higher and higher, broad- 
ening until it joins the mountain, 
winds tho way to the church. 
It 


is very steep and laid in cordonato, 
a pavement of cobblo-stonfls crossed 
by u curb at every few foot, much 
like a railway track, ballast and slecp- 
ors, without rails, raised to an angle of 
seventy degrees from the level; tho 
cm-bs aro about as far apart as cross- 
ties, and it is as hard to walk either 
upon or between them. The pilgrimage 
to tho Madonna del Sasso should be 
in ado by all but pennitents only after 
tho sun ilia* set behind the western 
mountains. 
It 
is 
a pretty walk, 


although disfigured by tho stations of 
tho cross at short intervals; tho way- 
farer passes out of the villago under a 
long, \ino-wroathcdporgola, then over 
a bridge, then up tho narrow hillside, 
betwcun tho ravines, to tho foot of the 
foundation walls of tho building, and by 
a fmv more sharp twists to tho solitary 
little stone piazza from which he enters 
the ( hurch. It dates from amiraculous 
appearance of tho Virgin four hundred 
jears ago, but has few signs of its age: 
within it is as freshly gilded, painted 
aud frescoed as 8 hotel dining room, 
nnd is in so far a surprise after tho lone- 
ly scramble beside the bed of tho tor- 
lont. I reached it at the hour of the 
Avo Maria. 
Tho church was empty 


save for a woman and two children, 
who woro Kneeling together, telling 
their beads. Thoro was a murmur of 
prayers and responses uttered by two 
invisible ministrants, the voices seemed 
to come from behind tho high altar, but 
priest or acolyte there was none to bo 
scon. Tho eiloct was so mysterious at 
that sunset hour that tho renovated 
church grew venerable to tho quickened 
sense ol awe. After the last amen, 
while looking for tho Luini scholar's 
painting, I camo upon a picture of the 
Entombment, a work of considerable

A Home-Made Spring-Trap. 


An excellent spring:trap can be made 


ol a flexible, elastic piece ol wood,'four 
feet long and three inches wide by a 
half-inch thick, which should bo fas- 
tened at one end securely to a thick 
board, its middle resting firmly on a 
cleat, at an angle of about thirty de- 
grees. Upon the upper or free end of 
thisspring-pieco fasten a tin blacking- 
box, 
hollow side up. 
Then ux the 


notched trigger by a bingo to tho board 
in such a way that, when tho spring is 
bent downward over tho cleat, the 
notch can be made to hold it in that po- 
sition until it is released by pulling long 
cord attached to the top end -of the 
trigger. This trap should bo used as 
follows: 


Tho elastic piece is bent down ana 


made fast by the notch in the trigger. 
Any small object upon which shot will 
take effect is then placed in the box. 
Tho pulling-string being sixty feet long, 
when all is ready, the shooter stands 
eighteen yards from the trap, while tho 
puW takes up his position a little be- 
hind and to ono side of him. 
When 


the shooter is ready, ho says: "Pnll!" 
and instantly tho pnllor draws the 
string, which"releases tho "bender" .of 
tho trap, and the small potato or block 
of wood, or whatever forms tho target, 
Is thrown into tho air, and shot at be- 
fore it falls. 


The wide board, which forms the base 


of the trap, must bo fastened firmly to 
the ground, by driving long stakes 
through holes made in it for the pur-
